Crusade for Child Health 
Marks Capital’s May Day 


Fetes at Schools and Playgrounds Celebrate Advent of 
Spring—Medical and Dental Clinics Check Up 
Physical Condition of Pupils. 


Child health was the dominant note 
of the city’s celebration yesterday of 
May day, thousands of youngsters par- 
ticipating in progiams commemorative 


of the day, and attending medical and 
dental clinics arranged for their bene- 
fit. 

Schools and playgrounds were the 
scenes of May day parties, in which 
the health note was stressed. Many 
pageants were given by groups through- 
out the city. and in all of them the 
motif was either child health or the 
welcoming of spring. 

The May day child health commit- 
tee had arranged «an elaborate program 
which ran throughout the day in dif- 
ferent parts of the city. Dr. Edward 
J. Schwartz, assistant health officer of 
the District, was in charge. The day's 
observance as launched by the commit- 
tee, started with the distribution of 
labels on milk bottles, in which the 
child health message was stressed. 
Nearly 100,000 bottles distributed in 
the morning at homes and in_ stores 
bore the message. “Have your child 
physically examined. Watch the 6- 
year molar tooth. Children need plenty 
of milk, fresh fruits. fresh vegetables, 
rest and sunshine.” 

Physical examinations for scores of 
children were given in the morning at 
the clinic of the child welfare board 


of Children’s Hospital, and at the ten 

child hygiene centers of the District 
Health Department. Where the child's 
health was good, they were given ap- 
proval, but when defects were noted 
their parents were told and suggestions 
for aiding the child were given. 

The Tuberculosis Association had 
charge of physical examinations con- 
ducted at four of the District pley- 
grounds. The summer round-up coin- 
mittee of the Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion was in charge of examinations 
conducted at the following schools, Fid- 
monds, Brookland, Henry, Seaton, Ban- 
croft, Grant, Thomson, Park View, Mott. 
Adams and Peabody

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CAMPAIGN SLUSH FUNDS. 


Investigation of expenditures made by presi- 
déutial candidates in the present campaign has 
been ordered by the Senate. The resolution 
brought embarrassment almost at once. The 
list of active presidential candidates embraces 
the names of a good many senators. Other 
members are receptively inclined toward the 
vice presidential nomination. Still more are 
actively engaged in advancing the ambitions of 
some one of the avowed candidates. Even Vice 
President Dawes was forced to be extremely 
circumspect in naming the members of the 
committee, for it devolved upon him to see 
that all candidacies, open or unannounced, 
should be protected. 

The committee has been shrewdly chosen. 
Three of its members are serving their first 
term. None of them has shown any particular 
aptitude for playing the role of chief in- 
quisitor, upon which the success of such a 
coammittee depends. The senators who have 
shown skill in such work are all debarred. 

The legislative value of anything that the 
committee may do has been already dis- 
counted. It developed during the debate fol- 
lowing introduction of the resolution creating 
the committee that many difficulties stood in 
the way of a law to limit and define presi- 
dential campaign expenses. Senator Walsh, of 
Massachusetts, suggested that an effort be 
made to place some limitation upon the 
amount of money that might be used, but it 
took only a few minutes’ debate to demon- 
strate that money may be used in so many 
ways and through so many agencies, with and 


-~without the knowledge of a candidate, that the 


fixing of responsibility is almost impossible. 
The committee’s purpose and duty, then, is 
to bring to light the amounts used in behalf of 
the various candidacies and how the money is 
spent. A similar investigation in 1920 brought 
out the fact that more than $1,000,000 was 
used in the preconvention campaign in behalf 
of one candidate, a factor considered suffi- 
ciently weighty to jeopardize whatever chance 
he may have had before the convention. The 
Manner in which money was used in behalf 
gf another candidate provided evidence sim- 
Qarly damaging. 
‘It is hardly likely, however, that the com- 
mittee named this year will uncover any in- 
formation that would be useful politically to 
riyal candidates. The investigation of 1920 
and the one relating to the senatorial cam- 
paigns of 1926 brought about an era of 
économy in the conduct of political campaigns. 
The politically ambitious know that the ex- 
cessive use of money is likely to prove as 
dangerous as the expenditure of too little. 
Income and outgo will be as_ carefully 
scrutinized by the various candidates as by 
members of the: senatorial committee. The 
ddds against sensational discoveries are very 
ieavy.

The fact that in Massachusetts a similar 
law has been operative for well over a year, 
and has proved satisfactory, would seem to 
constitute a refutation of some of these argu- 
ments. Massachusetts has not discovered that 
compulsory automobile insurance increases 
reckless driving, nor has it caused a severe cut 
in motor car sales. 

It should be recognized that no law should 
be passed that runs counter to the preponder- 
ant public sentiment. The committee there- 
fore has a considerable task ahead of it to de- 
cide finally whether or not such legislation 
would be beneficial, and if the law could be 
administered effectively. Compulsory auto- 
mobile liability insurance constitutes a revolu- 
tionary experiment in social legislation, and 
although it appears by the Massachusetts ex- 
perience to be beneficial, it may be that condi-

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CHICAGO'S EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Chicago. was forced to wait until after the 
primary to determine the cost of the Thompson 
regime, and there seems to be little doubt that 
the sweep of the Deneen organization would 
have been all the greater if the taxpayers had 
been forewarned. ‘Tax bills were mailed to 
Chicago property owners last week, and many 
of them found that their assessments had been 
raised as much as 1,000 per cent.

If the individual owning an average 
receiver, living in such a spot, is to be served, 
obviously there must be cleared channels in 
which selected stations can push their signals 
to him by brute power. 

The whole broadcasting dial of a radio 
should be thought of as a number of parallel 
speaking tubes. No matter how loud one 
shouts into any one tube, his voice will not 
be transmitted by any other, not even those 
closest to the one into which he speaks, In 
radio transmission, of course, there are nu- 
merous factors to provide complications, but 
in principle there is no more reason why a 
high power station should blot out a low 
power station operating in another channel 
than there is that a shout down one speaking 
tube should drown out a whisper spoken into 
another. 

Commissioner Caldwell is on sound scien- 
tific ground when he advocates the licensing 
of a limited number of stations to operate on 
exclusive frequencies with power of 50,000 
watts and upward. To whom such choice posi- 
tions would be granted is, however, another 
question. 


COMPULSORY MOTOR INSURANCE. 


The House District committee will begin 
hearings tomorrow on the Treadway compul- 
sory automobile liability insurance measure.

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THE BOY AND THE GANG. 


Ninety-five per cent of juvenile crime in 
cities of America is committed after 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, according to the New York 
City Crime Commission. From the time he 
arises in the morning until around 3 o’clock, 
the average boy is in school. After that he 
either plays or works, depending upon his 
natural inclination and the economic position 
of his family. If he has a job, the chances 
are he will not get into trouble, but if he is 
idle he drifis into crime, 

The crime commission points to the Boys’ 
Club Federation as an effective agency with 
which to combat the spare time problem. The 
federation at all times holds open house. In- 
Stead of running in the streets, boys may go 
to the clubrooms, where they are given the 
opportunity to build themselves up physically, 
mentally and morally. The clubhouses are 
made attractive and club activities are sym- 
pathetically administered. Consequently they 
have proved popular. 

The Children’s Bureau recently issued a 
report dealing with another scheme that has 
been found effective in dealing with juvenile 
crime. Acting upon the theory that if a boy 
be given a job that he likes he will usually be 
an honest citizen, the commissioner of police 
of Chicago late in 1927 established an em- 
ployment bureau under a police lieutenant, 
with headquarters in the city hall, for the 
purpose of putting boys in contact with 
potential employers. Applications are received 
through local police stations and a compre- 
hensive follow-up system has been devised to 
investigate dismigsals rnd make occupational 
adjustments. Up to the first of the year more 
than 5,000 applications had been received and 
more than 2,500 boys had been placed in 
positions. So successful does the experiment 
promise to be that many other cities are said 
to be planning the establishment of similar 
employment bureaus. | 

Boys clubs and municipal employment bu- 
reaus do good work, even though there must 
be a considerable number of boys who fail to 
utilize the facilities offered. The important 
question is, how may the boy who prefers to 
run the streets and get himself into trouble 
be persuaded to substitute wholesome recrea- 
tion or productive occupation for the gang?

Kansas City, May 1 (A.P.).—Bishop 
Anton Bast, of Copenhagen, whose 
forthcoming trial before a court of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church on charges 
of conduct unbecoming a minister.

Bishop Bast is the first Methodist 
bishop ever t- face a church court. 

Bishop Nuelsen, who prepared Bishop 
Bast’s area rep i, and who has haa 
general supervision over part of the area 
since Bishop Bast became involved in 
civil difficulties in Denmark over the 
alleged misuse of church funds, de- 
scribed his accused brother as a genius, 
an indefatigable worker and outstand- 
ing in his accomplishments. 

Dr. Raymond J. Wade, of Chicago 
was reelected conference secretary at 
today’s session, largely given over to 
organization. Bishop Joseph F. Berry. 
of Philadelphia, senior bishop, presided 
A communion and devotional service 
preceded the business discussion, 

The Episcopal address, the Board >t 
Bishops’ report and recommendations 
is tomorrow's principal order of busi- 
ness. 

Reporting general Methodist progress 
in his own area of central Europe, 
Bishop Nuelsen noted chief lack ol 
progress was in Austria and Russia. 

“In Austria we are confronted with 
a very definite endeavor on the part 
of the Roman Catholic Church to again 
control not only the religious life ot 
the nation, but the social and politica! 
life as well,” he said. Lack of funds 
is holding back progress in Russia.”

Piaced Bonds With Others. 


Asked whether any of the bonds had 
been delivered © him by H. S. Osler, of 
Toronto, Canada, rresident of the Con- 
tinental Co., the oi] operator said he 
could not recall, but his impression was 
thet he received most if not all of them 
from Blackmer or a messenger. He 
never ave a receipt for any ofthe se- 
curities, and as a+ received them ‘Ve 
placed them in his vaults along with 
other ulberty bonds. 

Covering much of the ground which 
other witnesses have gone over in de- 
tail, Sinclair said he paid out $233,000 
in bonds to M. T. Evor irt, of Pueblo, 
son-in-law of Albert B. “all, after the 
lease Of Teapot Dome, and asserted that 
he had received the stock certificate for 
a one-third inter st in Fall’s Tres Ritos 
Land & Cattle Co. in return for that 
payment.

{he made any contributions in the 1924 


gubernatorial campaign in New York 
State, Sinclair asked that his recollec- 
tion be refreshed on that campaign. 

‘The opposing candidates were Col. 
Roosevelt and Gov. Smith,” Nye ex- 
plained. 

“If 1 made any contribution it was 
a small one,” the witness said. “l am 
quite sure I did not contribute to the 
little colonel—that is, 1 should say Col 
Roosevelt. I can not recall that 1 made 
any contribution to Gov. Smith. 


Doubts Politics Now. 


Asked if he was a Republican in poll- 
tics, Sinclair greeted a laugh in the 
crowded committge room by saying that 
he had been once, but that Just at this 
time he did not know what politics he 
had. 

“What inducement was there to give 
$160,000 to the Republican party?” in- 
quired Senator Walsh. 

“There was no inducement,” Sinclair 
replied. “I may have been very foolish. 
I think I was.” 

Detailing the conferences in New 
York in November, 1921, at which the 
Continental deal was entered into, Sin- 
clair said he was there representing the 
interests of his own company, and that 
it was for this reason that he had iIn- 
sisted On getting his share of the 83,- 
080,000 profits of the transaction. 

He said that Blackmer had agreed to 
give a one-fourth share in. those 
profits, but asked him not to cash the 
coupons or dispose of the bonds. This

Various members of the committee 
sought to establish that the whole bond

“Well, it was not the sort of thing 
that was done every day” Questioned 
as to whether he had made any record 
of the receipt of the bonds from Black- 
mer, Sinclair told the senators that he 
did keep a pencil memorandum, noting 
each delivery, so that if anything had 
happened to him he would have left a 
record showing that the securities be- 
longed to his company 

“What became of that memoran- 
dum?” he was asked. 

“I destroyed it after I turnea the 
bonds over to the Sinclair Crude Oil 
Purchasing Co.” was the reply. 

Replying to Senator Walsh the oil 
operator explained that he turned the 
bonds over to the Sinclair Crude con- 
cern hecause he had learned that Stew 
art had turned over his share of the 
profits to the same company. 


Concern Owned Jotntly. 


This concern is owned jointly by the 
Sinclair Consolidated Oll Co. and the 
Standard Oi] Co. of Indiana, and it 
purchased one-half of the oil which 
the Continental bought from Hum- 
phreys. 

Thus the Sinclair Crude got approx!- 
mately one-half of the total profits 
which the Continental made. The Prai- 
rie Oil & Gas Co., which bought the 
other half of the oil from the Conti- 
nental, got a fourth share of the profits, 
or $750,000, from O'Neill, who now is 
in Europe. 

O'Neil made a special trip to Canada 
two years ago to make restitution to 
his company after the Continental deal 
had been disclosed at the trial of the 
Teapot Dome civil suit at Cheyenne in 
May,. 1925. 

Sinclair told the committee that if 
Stewart hed not turned the bonds he 
received over to the Sinclair Crude, he 
would have delivered his share of the 
profits to the Sinclair Consolidated Co 

Before the oil operator was excused 
for the day Senator Bratton read into 
the record a letter written to the com- 
mittee by Fall on December 26, 
and setting forth that at that time he 
owned 50 per cent of the Tres Ritos Co. 
and that his son-in-law, Everhart, and 
his daughter's estate, owned the other 
50 per cent. This was nearly two years 
after it now is testified that Sinclair 
purchased 33 per cent of the stock of 
the company.

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CRASHES INTO FERRY 


School Teacher Among Those 
Killed in Swollen Monon- 
gahela River. 


Uniontown, Pa., May 1 (A.P.).—Six 
persons were drowned early today when 
a small boat overturned in the 
Monongahela River between Mason- 
town and Greensboro A floating log 
crashed into the boat and capsized it. 
The accident occurred before daylight 
and it was several hours before any re- 
port of the drownlings was received 

The boat was used to ferry pas- 
sengers across the river, There were 
nine persons aboard. The victims were 
Miss Zenith Gaddis, 20-year-old schoo) 
teacher; an unidentified boy and five 
negroes A search for the bodics 
was being made but none had been re- 
covered several hours after the acci- 
dent. The skiff had nearly compieted 
the river crossing when it capsized. 
The river’was high on account of the 
recent storm in southwestern Penn- 
sy.vania and West Virginia 

First reports of the accident, re- 
ceived here after disrupted rura) tele- 
phone communication had been re- 
stored, said that eight persons had 
drowned, including Robert Kennedy. in 
charge of the boat, and an unidenti- 
fied white girl. Both Kennedy and 
Mary Gaddis, 18, sister of Zenith Gad- 
dis, escaped, it was learned later. A 
negro, whose name was not learned. 
also escaped.

General Motors Leads Steel 
in Increased Income; 


Other Showings. 


DISTRICT MARKET ACTIVE

Corporation earnings statements now 
being made publie for the first quar- 
ter show a good deal of variation, in 
keeping with the mixed character of 
business, but on the whole are encour- 
aging, considering the unpromising way 
in which the quarter began. 

Outstanding of the reports was that 
of General Motors Corporation showing 
net earnings available for dividends 
amounting to 869,468,576, the largest, 
except Only the second quarter of 1927, 
in the histor; of the corporation, and 
an increase of 32 per cent as compared 
with 852,551,408 earned in the first 
quarter of last year. a4 

The United States Steel Corporation, 
the second of the country’s two lead- 
ing industrial companies, earned $21,- 
531,871 after all charges during the 
first quarter, as against $13,794,833 !n 
the final quarter last year, $26,327,352 
in the first quarter of 1927, and $26,- 
074,957 in the corresponding quarter of 
1926. 

“Thus,” says the National City Bank 
in its current business review, “stecl 
did not do quite so well as motors, not- 
withstanding that steel output for the 
quarter was slightly larger than las? 
year. ‘The trouble, of course, lay in 
prices, most of the shipments during 
the quarter being made on orders taken 


before the recent advances in prices 
became effective.” 


Increases Top Decreases,

Excluding General Motors and United 

tates Steel, a tabulation of earnings of 
104 additional companies thus far re- 
ported reveals 71 increases and 33 de- 
creases, aS compared with the firct 
quarter last year, with the total show- 
ing an increase of $19,677,000. While 
final conclusions as to the quarter's 
showing are unwarranted until more 
reports are available, the results thus 
far have been better than seemed prob- 
able. Prospects point to a still better 
showing for the second quarter. 

One of the chief factors which has 
held down proiits in the past three 
quarters, has been tho losses sustained 
in the oil group, and these companies 
henceforward will nave last year’s poor 
iigures to compare with besides having 
the acvantage of the recent improve- 
lent In the gasoline situation. 

Steel companies likewise promise to | 
cdo better in the second quarter, while | 
earnings of most automobile companies | 
should show up favorably, the chiet | 
element of uncertainty in this indus- | 
try being the effect of Ford competi- 
tion, Which probably will not be fully 
felt until the third querter. |

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Assigned tu Build Dikes. 


Maj. Somervell has assigned to the 
Highway Department of the District | 
the work of throwing up a dirt dike 
if necessary, reinforced with sandbag 
revetments, across P street southwest | 
between Half and § Four-and-a- -halt | 
Streets. This will close up the Zap | 
through which water poured, to COVE | 
the Southwest section in 1889. 

he street car companies have beer | 
warned that the Water street lines may | 
have to be suspended from operation | 
in case of flood and that they muy 
have to remove cars from their barns 
to higher ground. 

The War College has been thrown on 
its own resources to protect its bulld- 
ings and ground with dikes. 

Col. Grant, if the flood warning 
comes, will throw up a dike across the 
Mall from the mound of the Lincoln 
Memorial to the mound of the Wash- 
ington Monument, leaving Seventeenth 
street open until the last moment when 
it will be closed with sandbags. 

These dikes will not be constructed 
unless a warning comes through the 
Weather Bureau that the snows have 
melted suddenly and a high flood crest 
has started down the river. 

It is estimated that the dikes can be 
constructed, : with the hundreds of men 
held in readiness for the work, in a few 
hours, whereas it will take the flood 
crest 644 hours to reach Washington 
from Harpers Ferry and 24 hours from 
Cumberland. 

If the flood comes it is expected that 
all of Potomac Park will be submerged 
south of the dike that is planned. 

Late yesterday It was reported that 
the river was far below flood stage. 
The Weather Buyeau bulletin flashed to 
the waiting engineers at 2:20 p. m. read 
as follows: 

“Not much change in . temperature. 
Water cotitinuing to rise at Harpers 
Ferry. Drop at Cumberland. A con- 
tinual gradual rise at Chain Bridge. 
No immediate danger of floods.” 

But as soon as 4:30 p. m. the Weather 
Bureau bulletin had taken a different 
tone. At that hour the bureau said: 

“A rise all the way from Cumberland. 
Rise at Chain Bridge 1 foot in 5 hours. 
Present elevation at Chain Bridge 21 
feet above low water.” 

Col. Ladue, Capt. Whitehurst and’ As- 
sistant Engineer Houser, of the bridge 
department, left for Chain Bridge im- 
mediately after receiving the latter bul- 
letin to observe high-water conditions

Proposal Held Bargain. 


John H. Childress, chairman of the 
local Public Utilities Commission, was 
the first witness. He told the com- 
mittee of the advantages in the merger, 
characterized the $50,000,000 valuation 
as a “bargain” for the city, and op- 
posed a new valuation by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 

Noonan told the House committee 
that the Potomac Electric Power Co. 
had. $15,000,000 invested in the local 
banks, which the North American Co 
would “gobble up” if the merger plan 
goes through. Then he charged that 
the North American Co. was due to 
clean up a profit of $78,000,000 on the 
merger. 

The common stock of the Washing- 
ton Railway & Electric Co., he said, is 
worth #1,000 a share today by virtue otf 
the enormous assets and earning power 
of its subsidiary, the Potomac Electric 
Power Co. If the merger goes through, 
he said, the stock would be worthless 
to the minority stockholders because of 
the North American Co.’s control. 

He predicted that the real control 
of the merged.company would be in 
Wall Street, and that it would mean 
an increase in fares.
